Do not wait until fame crowns the 
man with the sought-for laurel. Do not 
wait until the man is dead, and then 
seek to hide the fault of your neglect in 
music, pomp and ceremonial. 

Extend a helping hand when the boy 
needs help. Encourage him to win, and 
go down into your pockets to help meet 
the expense which the world has set as 
a price upon education.
